WINE MEN FAVORED 
BY NEW REDUCTION 


LOS ANGELES, July 14,—Re- 
ductions in internal revenue taxes 
which mean millions to wine pro- 
ducers of California, have been 
agreed updén by the ways and means 
committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives, according to John P. 
Carter, colector of internal revenues 
for southern California, who return- 
@d from Washington today. 

On wines of less than 14 per cent 
alcoholic content, which covers the 
£0,000,000 gallon annual dry wine 
crop of the state, the tax is to be 3 
cents per gallon, instead of the pre- 
sent 3 cents. 

The 8,000,000 gallons of sweet 
wine produced in the state last year 
paid a straight tax of 8 cents, and 
a tax of 55 cents per gallon on 
brandy used in fortification, making 
the average tax per gallon of wine 
about 22 cents. This year it will 
pay on wine of from 14 to 21 per 
cent alcoholic content a tax of 16 
cents per gallon, with a tax of 10 
cents per gallon on brandy, making 
the wine tax about 12 cents. 

Amother important feature of the 
revenue bill, Mr, Carter said, is that 
the tax may be paid at the time the 
wine is sold instead of at the time 
of manufacture, a provision of great 
benefit to the manufacturer,
